Workmen Buried Beneath the Falling 
Roof a Synagogue.

Meyer, through her attorney, 
Judge L. M. Ninde, instituted suit to re- 
cover 
0,000 from the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, because of the killing 
of her husband something less than a 
year ago.

IT COMES HIGH. 


Bnt the People of Fort Wayne Pay a 
Million and a Half Dollars for 
Liquor Yearly. 


Just previous to the meeting of the 
Business Men's exchange, last night, a 
half dozen prominent business men sat 
in a circle discussing the query "why ia 
Fort Wayne poor?" 


"Because the people spend too much 
money for liquor," was the response 
made by a clear headed merchant. 


"There are" said he "210 saloons in 
Fort Wayne. 
Average their daily re- 
ceipts at $20 each, for the 365 days in 
the year, with Sunday as their best day, 
and you have an expenditure of $1,500- 
000 for liquor at the end of every twelve 
months. 
Again, a million or a million 
and a quarter of that sum goes out of 
the city every year to distillers, brewers 
and other dealers in wines and waters 
and this is 'why Fort Wayne is poor.' 


This constant drain on the people is 
felt by the merchants, because if the 
money was not squandered for liquor it 
would go to the grocer, to the dry goods 
dealer, to the furniture manufacturer 
or the other trades that go to supply and 
equip a good home. 


The banks realize the situation, be- 
cause if they had double their present 
capital they could loan every dollar of it at 
8 and 10 per cent, showing conclusively 
that the "whisky" bill is driving every 
other pursuit to the wall. 


The necessity of savings banks, where 
people could deposit their little earn- 
ings, was also discussed and urged, but 
all concluded that a million and a half 
for liquor annually would eventually 
bankrupt Fort Wayne.

STILL IN THE LE4D. 


The Business Men's Exchange Discusses 
the Electric Light and Natural 
Gas Problems. 


Col. D. N. Foster presided at the 
meeting of the Business Men's exchange 
last night in the absence of Hon. J. B. 
White. 


The secretary read a letter from the 
Trenton Bock Oil company, of Lima, 
Ohio, offering to sell their 
Mercer 
county wells to supply Fort Wayne with 
gas. The wells have a daily output of 
8,000,000 cubic feet daily with a pressure 
of fifty pounds to the square inch. 
The 
wells are forty or fifty miles from Fort 
Wayne and the directors of the People's 
Gas company will look into the proposi- 
tion and will also .consider a letter from 
George Fisher, of Toledo, to Mr. S. M. 
Foster. 


Mr. B. J . Fisher, while at Pittsburg 
inquired into the cost of piping natural 
gas as requested by the exchange. 
He 
submits the following report: 
25 miles of 8 inch pipe 
$118,800 


15 miles of 10 inch pipe 
118,800 


Laying 40 miles of pipe 
40,000 


Estimated cost of gas land 
100,000 


60 miles of gas pipe in the city, 316,800 


Total cost 
$694,400 


Messrs. B. T. McDonald and Capt. 
Hettler were admitted to membership 


Mr. J. B. Monning, the financial sec 
retary, read his report and had it re- 
ferred to the directors. 


Mr. G. W. Seavy moved, and the 
motion prevailed, that Chairman White 
appoint a committee of five for each 
ward to urge the progrees of the natural 
gas company and other projects with 
the Business Men's exchange as a central 
committee. 


Messrs. G. W. Seavy, S. M. Foster 
and F. H. Barnard were appointed a 
literary committee to see that the ex 
change topics are properly presented to 
the people. 


Mr. B. T. McDonald, the treasure* of 
the Jenny Electric Light, said he sup- 
posed the members of the exchange were 
aware that an effort was being made to 
organize a local company to supply the 
Edison incandescent light to the people 
of Fort Wayne. 
He did not believe that 
the citizens would encourage the Edison 
project, when the Fort Wayne Jenny 
company was supplying and making as 
good an inoandesoent light as the Edison 
can boast of. The local Jenny company, 
too, was in need of capital and if My 
one desired to invest in the direction 
named, Mr. McDonald felt the money 
would be safer with our own concern. 
He said that his company did not pro- 
pose to let Edison, or any one else put a 
light into Fort Wayne, "and if we have 
to operate our plant at a loss, we will see 
to it that no foreign corporation would 
be operated at a profit, over the head of 
a local organization of Fort Wayne peo- 
ple who invested evtry dollar they have 
right in the city." 


Mr. P. A. Bandall, Hon. Charles Mc- 
Cullooh, Col. D. N. Foster, Mr. Fred 
Eckart, Mr. S. M. Foster, Mr. V. B. 
Spencer and others followed Mr. Mc- 
Donald, urging that the Fort Wayne 
people should sustain the Jenny com- 
pany, bnt no official action was reached 
by the exchange.

The resolutions adopted at 
the meeting were read to him and in 
reply he said: "Love me, be good pat- 
riots, and long live Bulgaria.*'

crowd then dispersed.

Albert Racqnet is Brained While Leap- 
ingr from a Nickel Plate Train. 


The news comes here this afternoon of 
a horrible accident at the Nickel Plate 
railroad bridge, in the western part of 
the city, by which a young lad, thirteen 
years of age, named Albert Bacquet, met 
with almost instant death. In company 
with another boy he was either on the 
west-bound Nickel Plate passenger train 
or at the bridge, and when the train 
reached the bridge he fell or was thrown 
to the ground, striking his head against 
a projection and splitting the skull wide 
open, from the effects of which he died 
almost instantly. 


The dead boy is a son of Gust. 
Bacquet, who eight or ten years ago 
sent a bullet into his brain while driving 
a Calhoun street horse oar. 


Later Mrs. Bacquet married John 
Geistdorfer, who kept saloon on Lafay- 
ette street up to the time of his death 
four years ago. 


Mrs. Bacquet, the mother of the un- 
fortunate youngster, 
lives on West 
Main street. She is a daughter of Geo. 
Brossard, of Bloomingdale. 


Coroner Dinnen ordered the body 
taken to the home of his mother, and 
of course, she is almost crazed with 
grief at the awful fate of her boy. 


The Lutheran Synod. 
GnsBNviiiiiB, Pa., Sept. 13.—At to- 
day's session of the general council of 
the Lutheran church the report of the 
committee ou the plan of the home mis- 
sion was adopted. 
The committee rec- 
ommended that the funds coming from 
the sale of the general council publica- 
tions Aould be dedicated as follows: 
Two-thirds of the surplus of the German 
publications to go to the German home 
mission, and the same amount to English 
home missions for English publications 
and the remainder to be devoted to 
foreign mission work.

Commodore Vanderbilt,who owned the 
road, came down from Saratoga, and 
Conductor Bissell had him in charga 
from Albany to New York. 
Tlie dis- 
tance is 150 miles. Bissell kept a sharp 
eye on his duty and the despotic Com- 
modore sat silent. 
Not a word did he 
address to that 
trainmaster during 
their journey. 
Just 
as the special 
train hauled into New York the old 
man asked: 


"How long have you been on this 
road?" 


"About twelve years," was the reply. 
"Come to my oifice to-morrow morn- 
ing at U o'clock." 


Bissell didn't know what ho had done 
to offend his emjiloyer, but being a 
plucky man he whistled away bis ap- 
prehensions and at the appointed hour 
appeared in the dread presence. 


"Hal hum]ih!" grunted the Commo- 
dore, yon re here, hey ? 
Come out to 
the yai'd." 


Bissell followed tho ogre, luite un- 
able to guess what was in the wind. 


"How much does that rail weigh ?" 
abruptly inquired the Commodore. 


Bissell (who was one of the best in- 
formed employes in the sprvice) made 
satisfactory answer to that and other 
questions relating to the minutiae of 
railway conatructifm.
